An English ship captain, whose craft 


was rolling and dipping monotonously at 
the Baltimore docks one fine spring day 
in the year 1SOO, noticed a roughly dress- 
ed lad from the backwoods idling about 
and staring big-eyed at the sights in the 
harbor.

His wealth consisted of an extra suit

have his fond hopes crushed by 


the burly teamster, for the latter blunt- 
ly refused to surrender the valuables to 
their owner, and, furthermore-brand- 
ishing a heavy rawhide whip-swore that 
if the would-be runaway didn't slick to 
the wagon and go quietly back to his 
lennessee home he would thrash him 
into submission. 


Too well the helpless boy knew what 


that meant, for kicks and cuffs had been 


mediately aroused his band and set out 
for Jackson's camp. To his amazement, 
Jackson's lieutenant, Colonel Coffee, 
refused to credit the story coming from 
a coarse backwoods private and took no 
steps to meet the crisis. 


"I was so mad," wrote Crockett, 


"that I was burning inside like a tar 
kiln, and I wonder the smoke had not 
been pouring out of me at all points." 
Fortunately the next day the major got 
in with his party, confirming the terrible 
news. "This," said Crockett, "seemed 
to put our colonel all in a fidget, and it 
convinced me clearly of one of the hate- 
ful ways of the world. I was not be- 
lieved because I was no officer-just a 
poor soldier. But when the same thing 
was reported by the major-why, then it 
was all true as preaching, and the colonel 
believed every word." 


Yet, in spite of the chilling rebuffs to 


his enthusiasm, Crockett fought through 
the campaign a daring and magnanimous 
warrior. When the starving soldiers 
were huddled in a close column for great- 
er protection, he penetrated the forest 
alone in search of game, which he nobly 
shared with those in deepest need. Not 
infrequently the officers who had despis- 
ed his jud .ment fed off his bounty. The 
war over, he returned home and soon

buried the wife so romantically won 
his youth. 


He remarried and again set his face 


westward, bringing up in the wilderness 
of southern Tennessee. There, and in a 
still newer settlement in western Ten- 
nesssee, he won great fame as a pioneer 
hunter and story teller. lie was a jus- 
tice arid legislator by turns before he 
knew the meaning of the words judiciary 
and govenimeut,acquired property which 
he lost by a Hood, and ISi'G, at the age of 
40, was elected to congress as a Jackson- 
ian supporter. He served two terms.

If the visitor to this memorable spot 


will turn to the left from tbe Baltimore 
pike at the Cemetery gale,|and following 
the lines well marked by monuments, 
field pieces, and intrenchmeiit, &c., over 
Gulp's Hill, around the bend or an?le, 
up past the monument to the confed- 
erate dead of a Maryland regiment, down 
past Spaugler's spring and then out west 
across the low ground and a little creek, 
along a country road for half a mile, and 
will then turn to the right across the 
fields to a somewhat conspicuous granite 
monument on the Baltimore pike again, 
he will have traversed half, or, at any 
rate, a distinct part of the field of this 
most momentous of American battles. 


The stone informs him that here were 


Gen. Slocum'sheadquarters. Thisarea, 
lying to the east of Cemetery Ridge, has 
in some sense a history of its own, quite 
distinct from that which transpired west 
of the ridge, and is crowded with scenes 
of thrilling interest and deadly struggle, 
only surpassed, if, indeed, surpassed, by 
"Death's Valley" and the "Bloody 
Angle." Across the road from the 
monument, and a few rods furtherdown, 
stands now and stood then a two-story 
stone farm-house, the borne of Nathan- 
iel Lightner, a carpenter-farmer, whom 
I found mending a hay-rack, and from 
whom I elicited the following story of 
experiences that seem to me well worthy 
of appearing in print.

eer, and he bargained to give his long 


favorite axiom, "lie sure you're right 
then go ahead," has guided many a soul 
through the maelstrom of doubt. Ue 
was ail thiims on all occasions. When 
on his way to Washington, a rude fellow 
traveler .jostled him with a challenging 


by demanding 
party yell and ended 
"Who are you ? 


His answer was an unpremeditated 


volley of border slang. "I am thatsaine 
Davy Crockett," said he, "fresh from 
the backwoods, half horse, half alligator 
I can wade the Mississippi, leap the Ohio 
ride a streak of lightning and slip with- 
out a scratch down a honey locust. I 
can whip my weight in wildcats, and if 
any gentleman pleases for a «10 bill he 


wipe out Ihe account and make the boy 
a free man. 


Then, for the first time, the future 


congressman and popular speechmaker 
who had never enjoyed a day's schooling 
aud could neither read nor write, felt 
that a little learning would be an acqui- 
sition. But, as luck would have it he 
fell m love. The stern father of the girl 
opposed the match successfully, and the 
lad persevered and found another back- 
woods goddess. That one jilted him on 
the eve of the bridal day, and he perse- 
vered and found a third nymph, whom 
he bore off in the good old Irish fashion 
of abduction, married, effected a recon- 
ciliation and settled down. The outfit 
of the young couple was a plow horse 
bought on credit and household utensils 
given or loaned by the bride's parents

In Washington at the sound of the 


party lash he declared, "I am at liberty 
to vote as my conscience and iiidgmeut 
dictate to be right."

He was giv- 
en a flattering reception on a journey 
through the east and proved that bis four 
years in congress had expanded his mind 
and tempered his judgment.

Some farewell lines 
written over the event are as pathetic 
and lofty as the senliinents the great 
poet Schiller puts on the lips of Joan of 
Arc when she quits her native valley to 
march forth to war. After reciting ten- 
der memories of the mountains, the fields 
and Hocks and herds, the cabin and chil- 
dren-some living, some dead-and "the 
wife of my bosom," Crockett's verses 
conclude:

Said he: "I and my neighbor, John

soon get you some,' I replied, and tak- 
ing a jug set oil to the village to get 
some. On the way I fell in with Wm. 
young, another neighbor. When we 
got on top of Cemetery Hill we saw a 
long line of smoke from campflres over 
north, along the Chambersburg pike, 
the first we knew of the soldiers being 
about. We soon met people who said 
they thought there was going to be 
fighting out there. When we got into 
town everybody was talking about it, 
and said it looked like something was 
going ou out there. But they had not a 
suspicion of the flood of bloody war that 
would roll through their streets and up 
into their doorways and gardens before 
the day was past. It was about 0 o'clock. 
Young said, 'Let's go out on Seminary 
road and see what there is out there, 
anyway.' When we got up on the hill 
we saw down to our left Union soldiers, 
the First corps, coming across the fields 
from the Emrnitsburg road. We stood 
there watching them move up, form 
lines and take position under the hill. 
Directly a shell came whizzing over from 
the front, and fell back toward town. 
Young wanted to go, but I insisted on 
staying a little longer. There was a 
great stir and commotion among the 


the orchard of four-year-old trees, down 
to the stalks. The garden was full of 
bottles and camp litter; the meadow of 
the hides and offal of the beeves which 
had been shot down in their tracks and 
tossed on the spot, as meat was need- 
ed. There stood the bare shop, tlie 
house full of wounded men, and the old 
barn, where Gen. Slocum had made his 
headquarters. Ia front of the bam ^ 
a weary-looking, lone officer, in blouse 
coat, drying himself at a fire made of 
pieces of rails. That officer was Mai 
Gen. Slocum himself. Not an orderly 
was m sight. He looked dreary enough 


"I found Col. Bebel in charge of the 


house and asked him when he thought 
I could get my house back. He said he 
had no idea when. We came back 
about a week later, aud lived, gipsy-like 
in the shop for six weeks.

During tlie excitement caused 
by the Jlims massacre be volunteered 
for the Creek war and came in contact 
with a new force, the mysterious entity 
called government.

I was nettled 
at this, for I knowed George Russell 
aud I knowed there «asno mistake in 
him, and I didn't think that courage 
ought to be measured by the beard for 
fear a goat would have the preference 
over a man. I told the major he was on 
the wrong scent; that Russell could go 
as far as he could, and I must have him 
along. lie saw I was a little wrathy 
and said I had the liest chance of know- 
ing, and agreed that it should be as I 
wanted it." 


The bold scouts crossed the river and 


soon divided, the major leading one party 
and Crockett the other. One night 
Crockett's band fell in with a village of 
Cherokees who desired to be neutral in 
the war between Creeks and whites and 
asked through an interpreter that the 
scouts withdraw for fear the Creeks 
would come down on tbem and massacre 
all alike. Crockett, half asleep, rolled 
over in his blanket and said: "Tel! the 
Cherokees that I will keep a sharp look- 
out and if a single Creek comes near the 
camp to-night I will carry the skin of his 
head home to make me a moccasin." 


At that the Cherokees laughed and 


turned in. A little later on a Cherokee 
runner arrived with the news that 1,000 
Creeks were on the warpath, marching 
to ambush General Jackson's army at 
the crossing of the Coosa. Crockett im-

It was a strange fate that took Davy 


Crockett to martyrdom in the Alamo 
Around him mustered four acquaint- 
ances picked up on the journey across 
the plams-an ex-pirate of the gulf, an 
fndian, a romantic young bee hunter 
who was to die in battle singing of the 
girl he had left behind (Kate of Nacog- 
doehes) and a gambler whom he had re- 
formed by a caustic exhortation to re- 
deem his vile post by a noble death. 


In the old mission house of the Alamo 


Travis' beleaguered few were praying for 
re-mforcemeuts, and Crockett's arrival 
through the Mexican lines was hailed as 
•A godsend. 
One morning during the 


bombardment, with his unerring "Bet- 
sy"-the rifle that was his pride-lie shot 
down one after another five Mexican 
gunners before they could apply the 
match, and their comrades abandoned 
the piece in terror. Again with the bee 
hunter and two others l'-i sallied out of 
the fort to rescue the pirate who was re- 
turning with a message from a distant 
fortress and had been cut off by 20 Mex- 
icans. 


The rescue party was speedily sur- 


rounded. Crockelt, clubbing his rifle, 
cried out, '-Go ahead !" and dashed into 
the enemy. They cut their way back to 
the fort, leaving eight dead Mexicans to 
mark their pathway, but the pirate and 
the bee hunter got their death wounds 
m tbe struggle. Crockett lived to fight 
heroically in resisting the massacre that 
followed the surrender and was cut 
down by a dozen Mexican sabres as lie 
sprang like a panther at the throat of 
Santa Anna, who ordered the fiendish 
butchery.

alley and open space of the town, ali 
rushing, pell-mell, forward, without any 
apparent order, with fixed bayonets, 
eager-eyed, stripped, sweating and pant- 
ing in the hot sun.

The stove was 
red hot, and they were baking and cook- 
ing up everything in the house. They 
had taken full possession. My four bar- 
rels of flour and everything in the cellar 
and spring house were soon used up. 
The family had taken refuge in the shop 
where I found them frightened and cry- 
ing. 
They had got nothing out of the 


house, and did not know what had be- 
come of me. 


"I went back to the surgeon and ask- 


ed him what I should do. 'Do you live 
here[? Is this your place ?' he asked. I 
told him it was. 'Go back; go back; 
take your family and go to the rear; 
that is all I can tell you,'said he, and 
went on with his work. 'Can't I get 
some clothing, at least, out of the house?' 
I asked. 'If you can find any,' said he. 
I went in, but could not find a tbing that 


spring I got a chance to take a stocked 
farm on shares, so I moved away and 
let the house to an old Dutchman, who 
did not seem to mind the smells. Nine 
years afterward I tore all the woodwork 
and plaster out and made the house new 
from the bare walls. Then we eaoie 
back, but my poor wife did not live long 
in our new home. She had never been 
well from that first time we tried to live 
in it.

Nothing did more to bind 
up the wounds of the war than the 
Exposition of 1876. 


Since that time, now 17 years ago 


the nation has gro,vn aud the effects of 
that exposition has been manifested in 
that growth. And the times were ripe 
for such a magnificent World's Fair 
as that just closed. On the same lines 
but to a far greater extent, lias it had 
its effect ui>on the people. Great as 
was the stirring up to travel given by 
the war and the Philadelphia Exposi- 
tion, this has given a greater, and the 
means of going from one section to 
another have been advanced to tbe 
highest pitch of perfection. It has not 
drawn its visitors so largely from certain 
localities as did the Centennial, located 
practically on tlie Atlantic coast. Mid 
way between Atlantic and tbe Rocky 
Mountians, it has brought tbe East 
and the West together, the Paciflc 
coast, even, for it is now not a much 
greater journey from San Francisco to 
Chicago than it was from the Missis- 
sippi to Philadelphia in 1876. 
The 


people of the South and Soutwest, now 
recovered from the losses of tbe war, 
have had both money, leisure and incli- 
nation to come here. In 1876 they were 
still embittered by defeat, impoverished 
by four years of fruitless, costly strug- 
gle. But this year the South has sent 
to Chicago, to the State of Lincoln and 
Grant, in the very heart of what she 
regarded then as the hostile North, tens 
of thousands of her best citizens. 


Thus the people of all sections have 


been brought together on a common 
meeting ground. And this is the second 
beneficial effect of the Chicago Exposi- 
tion. Men and women have learned 
more than they ever knew before of 
their brothers or sisters in every part 
of the Union. They have seen their 
products, their industries, their progress 
in every field of industrial, educational 
and social advancement. They have 
learned that communities far distant 
from theirs have equaled, perhaps in 
some directions excelled, them in this 
march of progress. The wonderful 
diversification of our industries, and tbe 
varieties and vastness of our products 
have been laid before them, and they 
have learned, if they never knew it 
before, that energy and enterprise and 
wealth are confined to no favored few 
localities, but are conquering every- 
where. The man who left the World's 
Fair, if he bad observed anything at all 
outside of the Midway Plajaanee, must 
be a poor American indeed if be did not 
leave it with a broader and better idea 
of the Republic and its people than he 
had ever had before. Nay, even the 
strange peoples gathered on the Plais-

An Aimless Stampede. 


It is interesting, if not amusing, to 


read the newspaper comments on the re- 
sult or the recent election. The Repub- 
lican papers furnish the most of this en- 
tertainment. 
Among these the New 


York Ti ibmu, with an air of great wis- 
dom, declares that the result "admonish- 
es the Democratic party that its purposes 
and practices are resented bf the peo- 
p'e.-I 


It would be difficult for the Tribune 


to show what purposes the Democratic 
party entertains at this time that were 
not entertained by it a year ago when 
the people 
sustainej it by an im- 


mense majority, and directed it to pro- 
ceed with what it proposed to do. It 
declared that one of its purposes was to 
reform the tariff, an intention which re- 
ccived a most ample endorsement from 
the popular vote. Is it likely that the 
people this year rebuked a purpose whicl: 
hist year they endorsed with such a de- 
cided preponderance of their approval, 
and rebuked it, too, before the Demo- 
cratic party had an opportunity to act in 
the matter with which it was entrusted 
by the popular voice ? As that party 
has not yet had time to give practical 
shape to its purposes there is a decided 
shade of absurdity in the New York 
organ's declaration that the "practices" 
of the Democratic party are resented by 
the people. 


About a year after this the Republican 


organs will he able to speak with more 
Intelligence and less nonsense, about 
what the people think of the ''practices"' 
of the party in power. Bv that time its 
purposes will have been put in practice 
and will be judged by their merits. The 
election this year was merely a wild and 
aimless stampede, such as is likely to oc- 
at a period of business depression, but 
from which there is always a speedy re- 
covery when the times improve. 


Matters to Consider. 


For our part, says tlie Wulckntan, we 


can't see much in the late election, show- 
ing a condemnation of the proposed re- 
forms Democrats are expected to carry 
out. 
At least tlie number of votes cast 


for the Republican ticket, as compared 
with that cast a year ago, don't prove 
anything of the kind. In Pennsylvania 
alone where the Republican majority 
runs up to 135,000 there is 73,000 votes 
less for the high tariff party than there 
was this time twelve mouths ago. 
Does 


this look as if the people were aroused 
on the tariff question 'i Does it look like 
the triumph of a principle in which 
everybody is interested;1 Xot much. 
That there was something wrong with 
tlie voter who didn't come out is true. 
That they wanted the tariff to remain as 
it is is not true or they would have gone 
to the election, as •begged to do by the 
Republicans, and voted that ivay. The 
reason for the stay at home vote will be 
found in lesser matters than the great 
reforms voted for last fall.
